Postal Ratss In 1830.
According to a table of tbe post of

fices In the United States as they were
Oct 1. 1830, the whole number of of-

fices In the United States was 8.C10.
The rates of postage established by
congress In 1825 were: On a single let-
ter composed of one piece of paper for
any distance not exceeding thirty
miles, 0 cents; over thirty miles and
not exceeding eighty miles, 10 cents;
over eighty miles and not eicesdlng
ISO, 12V4 cents; over 150 miles and not
exceeding 400, 18 cents; over 400
miles, 25 cents; a letter composed of
two pieces was charged double these
rates; of three pieces triple and four
pieces quadruple these, rates. For
newspapers the rate was 1 cent for
100 miles and 1 cents for over 100
miles.

Bells of Old England.
To one sixteenth century visitor at

Mattresses For Plate Glass.
